The first coustruction: contract for |} 


the Florida Western & Northern rail- 
road to’ be let in Palm Beach’ county 
was awarded last Week to M. F. Mey- 
ers, who is also the contractor on the 
road along the St. Lucie canal. from 
Indiantown ferry to Lake Okeechober. 
The work is to begin near Indiantown 
and run to West Palm Beach. 

The South Florida Developer, pub- 
lished at Stuart, gives the following in- 
formation of the contract and projec- 
ted worl 

The job of clearing the right-of- 
way across Palm Beach county on al- 
most a direct line from Okeechobee 
City to West Palm Beach and:throw- 
ing up a grade has. been awarded to 
Mr. Meyers, He plans to start work 
as soon as his crew finishes the road 
along the canal, The F. W. & N.

1,300 Packages Beans 
* Go Down Near 
A Red Light 


Thirteen hundred hampers of green 
beans, for which over five thousand 
dollars had been paid on the Cana! 
Point docks the^day before and which 
wonld be worth eight thousand and 
five-hundred dollars in northern mar- 
kets, spilled into Lake Okeechobee 
early Friday morning when the barge 
on which they were being conveyed 
sank seven miles east of the red light 
on Observation shoals. 

The barge was en route to Moore 
Haven. It was anchored at the point 
it went down and the next day it was 
towed back of Bacom Point and was 
brought in to Canal Point Monday 
afternoon. 

The barge, one of J. P. Heimer's boat 
line fect, went out of Canal Point 
Thursday at midnight, towed by two 
boats, the Lucile and the Rosa Lce. 
the Lucile leading. Mr. Heimer owns 
the Lucile and this boat was manned 
by John Fultz, W. E.'Arriggton owns 
the Rosa: Lee, which was following 
the Lücile and nearest to the barge. 
A negro man was stationed in the 
barge to keep watch and punlp out the 
water. It is supposed that the negro 
went to sleep and did not note what 
was going on. 

About 5 o'clock in the morning when 
Mr: Futlz came'on deck of the Lucile 
to: look’ forthe red light pff Observa- 
tion reef he’ heard the pra shouting 
a call for.help, The ffont end of the 
barge was under water and the beans 
had been spilled. The negro's lanteru 
had been put out by.the rising water 
in tlie barge and the wind was making. 
so much sound that Mr. Arrington hàd 
at been able to hear the cries. 

F}. Taylor of ‘Philadelphia had 
bought sj hundred hampers of beans 
for Cáriton-Moore Company of that 
city, whom he represents as buyer, and 
had paid an'average of $4 a hamper.
